KEEPING DIRECTION

When stock is taken, from time 
to time, of the situafion in China, 
it is difficult to be dogmatic and 
precise. Financially the Gov- 
lernment. is unable to command 
the confidence which implies an 
ability to expend latge sums on 
vital measures of reconstruction. 
Money is obtained for hand-to- 
mouth schemes of internal de- 
fence. Provinces by the exercise 
lof some remarkable qualities of 
lendurance and administrative 
‘ingenuity seem to avoid the 
jextremes of catastrophe. Other 
jareas submerged for many 
months in what is not unfairly 
[described as chaos somehow seem 
to keep their afflictions to them-| 
selves. The Government. itself, 
pledged to a self-denying toler: 
mee of its political opponents, 
is charged with various defects. 
Yet it avoids the disasters so 
freely prophesied on its acecunt. 
The skilled observer is often 
handicapped by too extensive a 
knowledge of the history of the 
recent past. He is apt to attach 
to certain’ manifestations the 
same importance as clung to 
them a few years ago when cer- 
{tain political nostrums were in 
ithe zenith of their attraction to 
what then passed for public 
opinion. Meanwhile the situa- 
tion tonceals two factors of 
diametrically opposite —quanti- 
ties. First of all there is a def- 
finite process of deterioration in 
the rural economics of the coun- 
itry. Secondly there is the steady, 
if’ negative, influence of the in- 
lerease in’ administrative ex- 
perience gained by men in the 
service of the Government. War- 
ordism, in a sense, may still 
Jexist, though cimoutaged. ‘Yet 
paradoxically there is a greater 























h-|resistance to the dominance of a 


purely militarist policy. The 
(Government may rest in full 
Imeasure on the cautious dis} 
tions of General Chiang 
ishek. It is careful, however, 
to make its pronouncement 
through the lips of its civil ai 
ithorities.

conciliation of points of view 
with the outside world becomes 
virtually impossible. Pity for 
the rising generation in Ger- 
y is genuinely felt by those 
who perceive how disastrous 
may be the disillusionment which. 
must come when the inevitable 
contacts with other nations 
ert themselves. To-day, in 
another column, an esteemed 
[German correspondent | uncon- 
sciously reveals the effect of this, 
on his 
mature mind, He discerns in this 
\journal an inveterate refuse] to 
be fair, a malicious intention 
where no. such intention can 
possibly be alleged and he 
Iwiifully shuts his eyes to the 
plain implications of action 
which—if human relationships 
lare ever to be regulated by 
pledges of good faith—admitted- 
ly defy solemn obligation: 
accepted. What must be the 
view of younger Germans who 
have never known any other 
version of world-events except 
that put out by the Nazi system 
lof instruction? Is it surprising 
that they consider it possible, 
by the mere reiteration of pre- 
posterous denials, to wipe out 
all records of misdoing and mis- 
jealculation? Only a year ago 
thousands of Germans not mere- 
ly disagreed with Herr Hitler but| 
actively disliked him. Because 
they are silent or converted to- 
day is it necessary for foreign 
observers immediately. to aban- 
don all critical faculties and to 
laccept at German instigation the 
lcomplete reversal of interpreta- 
tions hitherto placed on German 
jactions?. In truth there has 
been and is much sympathy’ 
with certain. of Herr “Hitler's 
doctrines. The world has been 
in danger of accepting too 
readily “all versions of inter- 
national thought as morally and 
intellectually * progressi A 
healthy and robust restoration 
lof disciplined action and precept 
would have been welcomed. It 
might have provided a grateful 
lantidote to a flabby indulgence 
lwhich, amid much that has been 
good, has weakened the hands of 
statesmanship. The sanity of 
ithe disciplinarian seems some- 
fhow to have been overshadowed 
lby the spirit of the bully, the 
regulated rigour of the trained 
physique has been smirched by 
the brutality of the gangster. 
Herr Hitler has many symp 
ithisers even among his oxtreme 
erities in his indictment of 
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democracy, but his régime ia 
spite of itself has become merged 
lin tyrannical self-sufficiency. To 
its credit must be assigned the 
concordat effected with the 
Roman Catholic Hierarehy.

KILLED IN FIGHT WITH

‘Twenty-Seven Japanese Troops 
Lose Lives 


Tokyo, July -: 

According to an Army report, 27 
[troops of the ‘Tottori Regiment,’ in. 
jcluding a lieutenant, were killed’ and 
three seriously wotnded during an 
Jencounter with bandits in the vicin- 
lity of Yaochingling, near Kirin, on 
Wednesday.

BRITAIN’S FOREIGN POLICY 


Slashing Socialist Attack in “The Nineteenth Century”: 
“A Vain Desire for Publicity” 







But it is in the realm of foreign 
policy that the worst mistakes have 
‘been made and the greatest amount 
of ill-suceess registered. When one 
‘considers the conduct of this coun- 
try towards Russia, for example— 
hasty, illeonsidered, blind to its 
own’ best opportunities—it really 
looks as if the gentlemen. behind 
this Government do, not really care 
for trade, One would have thought 
that in present eireumstances, with 
dustry languishing and milions 
‘out of work, every half-pennyworth 
of trade was precious; and yet th 
ford to risk an 

export trade of $9,000,000 ‘a year 
to Russia for the sake of recom- 
mending itself to dichard opinion. 
For Russia, during the past three 
years, has been one of the only two 
countries to which our exports have 
been inereasing. They have gone up 
from, roughly, 25,000,000 in 1930 to 
+£7,009,000 in 1981, and £9,000,000 in 
1982, And if it really is true,'as the 
whole capitalist Press. assures us, 
that the Five-Year Plan is breaking 
down, then surely now is the time 
to leap into Russian trade on our 
own terms while the Germans are 
engaged in suppressing the scien: 
tists who enabled them to fight the 
last war and in raising up a. Euro- 
ean coalition against them in time 
for the next. In every other field of 
‘our foreign policy there has been, if 
not an equal disaster, a similar 
failure. So much so that the phrase
